I have  the'  honour-  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

134  1.  . 

The  birth  rate,  though  continuing  high  for  Hale,  is  still 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of  births 
exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  so  that  the  increase 
of  population  continues. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate,  though  slightly  higher,  is  still  well 
below  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Cancer  deaths  continue  to  be  high  being  due,  most  likely, 
to  the  incidence  of  age  such  as  prevails  in  a district  like  Hale. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  cases  would  seem  to  suggest 
that  immunisation  is  having  its  desired  effect. 

The  unfortunate  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  which  occurred  1 
near  the  latter  part  of  the  year  completely  cleared  up,  although 
it  took  its  toll  of  deaths  and  disabilities  following  on.  The 
bulk  of  the  cases  occurred  at  a time  when  the  incidence  over  the 
country  as  a whole  was  on  the  wane.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  was  65,  from 
which  should  be  deducted  4 in  respect  of  persons  not  normally 
resident  in  Hale.  In  audition  to  these,  117  belonging  to  the 
district,  but  registered  elsewhere,  have  been  added,  making  a total 
of  178  ~ the  highest  number  of  births  in  Hale's  history,  exceeding 
last  year's  record  total  of  170.

These  include  7 Poliomyelitis  cases,  one. occurring  in  August 
and  the  remaining  six  between  the  end  of  October  and  the  beginning 
of  December.  Two  of  the  cases  were  fatal,  these  being  the  only 
adult  cases.  The  five  children  affected  have  recovered,  although 
partial  paralysis  remains  in  some  cases.  These  five  children 
covered  three  households,  two  brotners  being  affected  in  one  case, 
and  a brother  and  sister  affected  in  another.  A local  private 
school  was  closed  by  the  proprietors  during  the  outbreak  and  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  also  closed  as  . precaution. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with  vapour. 
Infected  bedding  and  clothin^  are  treated  with  steam  or  destroyed. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  fr^o  to  residents  of  Halo.

There  are  also  arrangements  in  force  whereby  the  services  of 
these  nurses  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council,  when 
required  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

Private  nurses  are  available  from  various  Nurses*  Homes 
situate  in  Manchester  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

MOTIVES. 

There  is  no  employment  of  (or  subsidy  to)  practising  midwives 
in  the  district,  by  this  Council,  as  the  Midwives*  Act  is  administered 
by  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 


Hospital  Accommodation. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  this  Council 
is  one  of  the  Constituent  Authorities-,  nave,  by  the  terms  of  an 
agreement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  the  use  of  45  beds  in 
Monsall  Hospital,  belonging  to  the  Manchester  Corporation,  for  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease,  and  an  option,  subject  to  six  months'  notice 
during  the  subsistence  of  the  agreement,  for  the  further  use  of  an 
additional  number  of  beds  not  exceeding  ten. 

SMALL  POX. 

Also,  by  the  terms  of  the  above  agreement,  the  Manchester 
Corporation  will  receive  and  treat  at  their  Clayton  Hospital  such 
cases  of  Small  Pox  occurring  within  the  district  as  may  be  sent  to 
such  Hospital  by  the  Board. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Board  have  the  call  on  ten  beds  in  Baguley  Sanatorium  for 
the  accommodation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Phthisis  occurring 
within  the  area. 


There  are  no  treatment  centres  or  clinics  other  than  the  one 
established  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme, 


Hospital  Contributions. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  and  make  direct  arrangements  with  the

The  General  Hospital,  Altrincham  - Consisting  of'  100  beds, 
affording  Medical , Surgical,  X-ray,  Electrical  and 
Massage  Treatment. 

The  Royal  Manchester  Children' s Hospital. 

The  Altrincham  and  District  orthopaedic  After-Care  Clinic. 

The  wnole  of  the  above  Hospitals  are  maintained  by  voluntary 

contributions. 

Other  voluntary  Hospitals,  situate  in  the  City  of  Manchester, 
are  available  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  patients  from  the 
district  of  Hale,  and  arrangements  exist  with  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases  to  Southfields  Maternity 
Home,  wnere  home  conditions  or  potential  complications  warrant  it. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFnhE  CENTRE. 

This  Centre  is  in  a central  position,  and  is  provided  by  the 
Council  with  subsidy.  Sessions  are  held  every  Wednesday,  with  the 
exception  of  the  first  Wednesday  in  each  month,  when  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  is  held.  The  total  number  of  sessions  held  during  the  year 
w as  36. 

The  Centre  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  assisted  by  a nurse  and  staff  of  voluntary 
workers.  It  gives  great  pleasure  once  again  to  express  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  these  ladies.

Consulting  Obstetrician,  to  whom  cases  can  be  referred  and  interviewed 
at  his  private  consulting  rooms,  2-,  St.  John  street,  Manchester. 
Arrangements  can  also  be  made  for  the  Specialist  to  be  in  personal 
attendance  at  the  Clinic.

The  Ambulance  available  in  this  area  is  provided  with  Oxygen 
apparatus  as  recommended,  for  the  transport  of  premature  babies. 


HOME  AND  DOMESTIC  nW  SERVICES. 

The  Council's  two  helps  were  engaged  for  29  cases  of  which  18  were 
in  respect  of  maternity  cases,  and  11  in  respect  of  general  illness. 
The  usual  duration  of  the  engagement  on  each  case  is  a fortnight, 
and  the  service  is  usually  very  much  appreciated  by  the  persons 
availing  themselves  of  it. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Treatment  is  available  for  children  from  this  area  at  the 
Altrincham  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  which  is  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions.  The  Clinic  meets  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the 
Altrincham  General  Hospital,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  H.  Poston,  F.R.C.S. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  treatment  of 
persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 


•MATERNAL  MORTAL ITY .

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA . 


WATER  SUPPLY . 

There  still  remain  only  seven  houses,  all  in  the  isolated  parts 
of  the  area,  which  are  without  mains  water. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a 
constant  supply  of  excellent  quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in 
all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in 
the  area. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Waterworks  for  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the  supply 

"The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  the  raw  water  and 
of  the  water  going  into  supply^  In  the  latter  case,  out 
of  102  samples  tested,  96  were  found  to  be  free  from  coliform 
bacteria.  The  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  were 
satisfactory. 

As  a precaution  against  pi umbo -solvent  action,  the  water  is 
treated  with  hydrated  lime.  This  reduces  the  lead  content 
of  water  after  standing  for  18  hours  in  lead  service-  pipes  to 
about  0.2  part  per  million.11 


SEWERAGE  AND  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  1 waste  water  closet  was  abolished  and  4 pail 
closets  were  converted,  leaving  in  the  district  41  pail  closets, 
but  the  absence  of  available  sewers  and  mains  water  supply  prevents 
the  installation  of  water  closets  at  the  houses  which  are  at 
present  served  by  these  conveniences. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  in  this  connection  that  a start  was 
made  during  the  year  with  the  scheme  for  the  re-sewerage  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  district,  with  the  provision  of  sewers'  in  a •!~ 
substantial  part  of  the  present  unsewered  area.  The  scheme  provides 
for  the  laying  of  5-J  miles  of  sewers,  and  the  installation  of  a rising 
main  dnd  pumping  station  to  convey  the  north  watershed  sewage,  at 
present  dealt  with  by,1  Altrincham  Corporation,  towards  the  Council's 
own  sewage  works.  In  addition  to  making  possible  the  abolition  of 
most  of  she  remaining  pail  closets  tnis  scheme  is  calculated  to 
eliminate  the  surcharge  and  cellar  flooding  whicn  has  prevailed  in 
the  various  parts  of  the  district  for  a number  of  years.

Observation  has  been  kept  on  the  two  laundry  chimneys  and  in 
one  case  automatic  stoking  arrangements  provided  with  considerable 
improvement  as  far  as  smoke  emission  was  concerned. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGb  AND  OTnER  INoECT  BESTS. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year,  but 
the  help  of  the  Department  was  sought  in  eliminating  other  insets  - 
D.D.T.  and 'Cymag  were  successfully  used.  The  Council’s  Tip  was 
successfully  treated  against  crickets  with  G-ammexane.

It  will  be  noted  that  9 of  the  15  tests  proved  satisfactory, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  3 samples  submitted  for 
tubercle  bacilli  examination  all  proved  negative  - only  one  out 
of  the  last  46  samples  since  1943  has  been  affected. 

All  the  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester. 

ICE  CREAM  PREMISES . 

Ice  cream  is  manufactured  at  7 premises  in  Hale,  all  of  such 
premises  being  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition,  structural 
improvements  being  carried  out  at  one  such  premises  during  the  year. 
Only  one  of  these  premises  was  satisfactorily  equipped  to  use  a hot 
mix,  as  required  by  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Regulations,  but  equipment  was  ordered  by 
the  owners  of  all  other  premises  during  the  season  and  should  be 
available  for  the  1948  season. 

INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  hlW  OTHER  POOLS  - 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  Butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Altrincham. 

7 visits  have  been  made  to  the  shops,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale 
was  of  reasonable  quality.

A sample  was 
sub  sequent ly  taken  from  each 
of  four  churns  in  course  of 
delivery  from  the  farmer 
supplying  this  retailer  and 
all  were  found  to  be  genuine. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING-  SERVICE  - 

The  Council  maintained  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  with  few 
exceptions,  in  spite  of  labour  difficulties  and  inadequacy  of  transport 
which  was,  however,  remedied  towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  the 
delivery  of  a new  S.  & D.  Freighter.  The  service  now  has  3 - 
such  vehicles,  the  replaced  one  being  retained  as  a stand-by  vehicle. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  - 


The  ^Council  continue  to  act  as  agents  for  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  in  executing  their  functions  under  the  Rats  & Mice 
Destruction  Act  and  The  Infestation  Order,  1943,  insofar  as 
non-agricultural  premises  are  concerned. 

The  primary  work  of  invest igation  is  carried  out  by  myself 
and  the  actual  baiting  by 'one  of  the  Council’s  workmen,  trained  in 
disinf estat ion  methods. 

13  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year,  although 
the  infestations  were  generally  small,  and  more  often  than  not 
dated  with  poultry  keeping.  In  all  cases  the  work  of 
disinfestation  was  successfully  undertaken  by  the  Council. 

In  addition  periodic  treatments  at  least  once  every  month  are 
carried  out  at  the  Council's  Tip.
